THE CITY TAKES A HOLIDAY.

Cincinnati, Oct. 6.—The opening of the 
famous bronze feuntain, known as the Tyler- 
Davidson fountain, the gift of Henry Probas- 
eo, Esq., to the city of Cincinnati, has made 
this a gala day in the city, Large trains 
came in on all the roads, bringing thousands 
of strangers. Spectators began to arrive at 
the square early In the morning, and by half- 
past tenfo’clock the entire space bounded by 
Main and Vine streets was packed with people. 
Seats had been erected along both 
sides of Fifth street, from Walnut to Vine, and 
a large number srovided on the Esplanade. 
These were fille Windows und tops of 
houges were crowded, many of the former 
having been diepoeed ‘of at high rents. In 
several places temporary structures had becno 
erected over the pavements. These, wo, 
were occupied, while up and down adjacent 
streets people thronged everywhere. 

The dedicatory exercises commenced 
promptly at eleven o'clock, Addresses were 
made by Hon. Geo. F. Davis, Most Rev. Arch- 
bishop Purcell, Gov. Hayes, Hon. Wm. E. 
Groesbeck, Dr. Lilieathal and Ferdinand Von 
Mueller, under whose superintendence the 
work has. been put in place, Part of the 
Seyeers 6 was the qsluging by the children of 

he public schoofs of an ode composed by 
Lewis J. Cist, of this city. The fountain was 
presented to the city by Mr. Probasco, and re- 
ceived by Mayor Davis. 

At twenty minutes after twelve the fountain 


was unveiled, and immediately the water was_ 


turned on. Almost instantly the fire. bells 
commenced ringing, to which the church bells 
in the city made — response. The 
steamboat bells also ‘oles in the chorus. The 
water cume down from the central figure in 
showers, shot up from below in columns, and 
came streaming out in graceful jets trom the 
lower basin, aimmost simultaneously. The 
wiagnificent work was an assured success, and 
the great multitude broke out in shouts, and 
renewed them again and again, that came 
at intervala as the crowd received fresh in- 
spiration from the spectacle, 

During the progress of theexercises five 
tiers of seuts, that manifestiy had not been 
pro er secured againat accident,fell,carrying 
with em their load of humanity to the 
ground.

The Drama at Sedan. 

One of the most interesting works that 
have recently appeared in Europe is a 
book from the pen of General De Wimp- 
FEN, the officer who commanded the French 
forces at the surrender of Sedan. Much 
has been written already on this subject, 
but this work contains so much new and 
original matter, and throws such a strange 
light on that important event, that we 
must regard it as a valuable addition to the 
historical archives of the time. 

There is something about this book (Se 
dan, par le General de Wimpfen, Puris, A. 
Lacroiz, 1571,) which impresses us most 
favorably from the start—the toial ab- 
sence of that vainglorious and boasting 
spirit which so often disfigures works of 
a like character. The author gives a plain 
and candid statement of the facts, without 
attempting to conceal the errors that were 
committed, or to change evident defeats 
into victories. We feel that we can be- 
lieve the man; and that the unfortunate 
event with which his name has been indisso- 
lubly connected cannot find a truer chron- 
icler—at least on the French side—is evi- 
dent. 

Before entering into the details of the 
real subject of the work he gives a short 
review of the principal characters that 
acted in the bloody drama of the preceding 
year, and the opinions he gives about 
them are in so far valuable as they not 
only come from a man who had the best 
occasion to judge them from personal ob- 
servation, but as they represent also, ina 
great measure, the opinions prevalent 
among the better class of French ofii- 
cers. ; 

Of Napo.ron IIL. he has but a poor opin- 
ion, although he deems him more unfortu- 
nate than culpable in regard to the misfor- 
tunes that have overtaken France. He 
represents him as utterly devoid of any 
military knowledge, and unfit for the com- 
mand of any military detachment, how- 
ever small it might be. ‘But his greatest 
misfortune,” he says, ‘‘was that he had no 
Ministers who opened his eyes to the true 
state of affairs. Almost all of them, vain 
and incapable, did nothing else than to 
hasten the catastrophe which was to drive 
his dynasty from the throne and ruin and 
dismember our unfortunate country for 
long times to come.” 

Of Prince NapoLeon he has, strange to 
say, a vastly more favorable opinion. He 
represents him as the victim of court in- 
tngues, and states that all the bad reports 
about him are mostly slanders circulated 
at the instance of Evcxniz, whe had al- 
ways entertained a deadly hatred for the 
Prince. But while he defends ‘‘Plon 
Pion,” he is most bitter in his condemna- 
tion of Marshal Lesoarcr, the French 
Minister of War under Napo.xon III., on 
whom he throws the whole responsibility 
of the defeat. The French Marshals are

Just as indomitable 
as Montxe, he knows how to be in turns 
just as obliging as reserved, just as accom- 
modating as unyielding, to arouse hope and 
despair, and to guess, during these changes, 
all he can ask from his adversaries. Be- 
sides all these qualities, he possesses a 
boldness which shrinks back from nothing, 
and which often induces him to avow 
openly his purposes, for the attainment of 
which his great mind furnishes him con- 
stantly the best means. 

‘* What he is in diplomacy, General Vor 
MourTKE isin war. This man, with a body 
of steel anda will of iron, betrays in his 
appearence no other passion but that of 
the role he has taken. His piercinggeye is 
like that of a bird of prey, that of an eagle 
or vulture; no superfluous word crosses 
his fine, thin lips; it is a man who com- 
mands and reflects. I consider him piti- 
less when it is a question to ruin and de- 
stroy the enemies of Prussia. That man 
holds hs fh his clutches, and if he can not 
hope to destroy our political life, and make 
France a vassal of Prussia, he, as well as 
BrsmarcK, hopes to leave it so broken 
down and crippled that it will not be able, 
for a long time, to render assistance to 
those nations which will have to defend 
themselves ageinst the ambition of Prus- 
sia.” 

Passing briefly over the first events of 
the campaign in which he took no part, 
he enters at once into his subject, the battle 
of Sedan. Arriving on the 30th of August 
in Mezieres, he was astounded at the hor- 
rible confusion then reigning in the French 
army, which, on the day before, had lost 
the battle of Beaumont. Nobody com- 
manded, nobody obeyed. It was a wild 
chaos. On the next day he reached Sedan, 
where NapoLeon received him with tears 
in his eyes, saying ‘‘Nous sommes bien mal- 
henreuz.”’ It would be impossible here to 
enter into the details of the battle, and we 
will only notice some of the more promi- 
nent points. After MacMAHON was wound- 
ed early in the morning, he transferred the 
command to General Ducror. WIMPFEN 
did not object, as he believed Ducror fa 
miliar with the plans of the Marshal, and 
erly when Ducrot made & maneuver 
which he deemed very disadvantageous did 
he inform him that he had been placed 
in command. Directly afterwards he re- 
ceived a letter from the Emperor with the 
order to negotiate with the enemy; but, as 
he did not recognize the authority of the 
Emperor to hoist the flag of truce, he an- 
swered: ‘‘I shall take no notice of the 
letter, and refuse to negotiate.” 

Without opening the letter of the Em- 
peror he hastened back to town and called 
upon the soldiers to cut their way through 
the Prussian lines, telling them that this 
or Prussian captivity was their only alter- 
native. But officers and soldiers refused to 
obey him. General Wimpren believes that 
this would have been feasible, and is most 
.. bitter in his condemnation of the coward- 
ice of Napotgon. Even if there had 
been no chance of success, he deems it 
the duty of NaPoLeon to have given this 
example of devotion to France, just as 
Joun II. and Francis L, who only sur- 
rendered after having made superhuman 
exertions to dcfeat the foes, had done in 
their times. As it was, his cowardly sub- 
mission gave the coup de grace to his dy- 
nasty, while it gave France into the hands 
of the Prussians. We hardly share the 
opinion of the General in regard to the 
feasibility of such a desperate sortie, but 
we excuse him on account of the desper- 
ate pang his brave heart felt at having the 
stigma of a capitulation for which he was 
not to blame attached to his name. 

The General now sent his resignation to 
NAPOLEON, but it was not accepted because 
the Emperor wanted him to negotiate the 
capitulation. After a great struggle- he 
consented to what wasfor him an immense 
sacrifice, and hastened to the Emperor. 
His account of the negotiations is very in- 
teresting, and furnishes many new points. 

The whole presents a terrible picture of 
ihe state of atluirs in France during the 
first months of the war, and gives usa 
ready explanation of. the calamities that 
befell that country. Indeed, all we can 
wonder at is that it held out as long as it 
did without succumbing to the serried pha- 
lanx of its foes.

REGULATORS IN INDIANA. 


Exciting Literature from the Mysteri-« 
ous Horsemen. 
{From the Corydon Republican, Oct. 5.} 

“ome two or three weeks since, a family of 
colored people moved from Jeffersonville to 
this county, and took up their abode 1n Scott 
township, some seven miles west of Corydon. 
Night before last a bunch of switches was left 
at their door, together with a note ordering 
them to leave’ that vicinity within ten days. 
Yesterday morning they packed their “duds’’ 
and left for their former home, Jeffersonville. 
The note was signed “Vigilance 112.” The 
note stated that their baud consisted of that 
number of members. 

On last Saturday nicht, about a quarter past 
ten o’cloek, thirty-three mousted men quietly 
entered our little village, coming into town 
from the south, rode around the pubiic square, 
went up “Mill” street, and de parted as quie tly 
as they had entered. Itissaid that a majority 
of these horsemen had their coats turned, 
and wore masks. They had a commander, 
and marched wkh the same regularity and 
precision as veteran Cavalrymen. They 
were seen by a number of the citizens who 
had not yet retired, but they were unable 
to recognize any of the party. After leaving 
town they went up the plank road as far as 
Japt. Levi Shields’, which is some three miles, 
and there Icit the ‘plank road, going to the 
southwest. They went as faras New Middle- 
town, where they ng ty afew lines of a 
silly character, written by some fellow: not 
altogether perfect in orthography. After 
leaving that section of the country we have 
no further trace of them: The action of 
these men has created no little talk in this 
vicinity, as it was somewhat strange 
conduct and unexpected. oy! are the sur- 
mises as to Who they were and what was their 
object. Some think they were members of 
the vigilance committce which exists south 
of town, and made this demonstration in or- 
der to intimidate some one; whilst others 
think it was a crowd of young n.cn and boys 
secking a little sport.

The good people of Owen county have been 
holding a fair this. week ai New Liberty, whieh 
has been well attended. One circumstance of 
some interest to this market occurred on Thurs- 
day, the Sth of October. Four premiums were 
offered for tobacco, and there were in competi- 
tion some 22 samples. The first premium was 
awarded to C. Darnold, of Carroll county; the 
second to Philip Alexander, of Owen county; the 
third to Miss E. Darno!d, of Carroll county, and 
the fourth to Pick Vallandingham, of Owen.

The driver, 
after the examination, was not found to be in 
fault.

Clark Cornty, Indiana. 


Cut Literally to Pieces. 


A very iwysierious homicide occurred in Clark 
county one mile from the town of New Wash- 
ington, about dark Thursday evening. A gen 
tleman, who came down from Vienna, Scott 
county, yesterday, gave the following particulars 
of the terrible affair to the New Albany Ledger: 
It appears that Capt. J. C. Riely, of Vienna, A. 
8. Fouts. of Lexington, Capt. J. Matt. Parker, of 
Charlestown, and Thurston Bates were in at- 
tendance at the fair at New W 


miles, in a hack driven by Mr. Bates. When 
the hack reached a point about one mile from 
the Fair Grounds, it was driven into 4 creek 
which ha@ to be forded. By some means the 
hack was overturned in the stream. While 
Bates was righting up the carriage and fixing the 
borses, Parker commenced quarreling with 
Fouts, charging him with being the cause of 
overturning the carriage. Fouts denied it, say- 
ing that Bates was the cause of its being over- 
turned.. Riely then spoke up and said to Parker, 
“If you bave anything against Fouts take it out 
cn me.” At that moment Riely and Parker got 
out of the carriage, Parker in front and Riely 
behind. Parker walked around to Riely, and al- 
most instantly Bates came to them and said ‘‘Do 
not have any difficulty.’’ Just as he spoke Riely 
fell dead. 

The body was placed in the carriage and drove 
to Lexington. When they arrived there they 
stopped at the house of Dr. Fouts, the father of 
young Fouts, who got out of the carriage and 
went in and told his father that they had Capt. 
Riely, and he was out in the carriage dead. 
When asked who killed him, the reply was that 
some one had thrown a stone into the car- 
riage and killed him. Citizens of Lexington 
gathered around the carriage, the body of Capt. 
Ricly was taken out and found to be cut to pieces 
with wounds from a knife, three or four of which 
would have caused death. One wound penetra. 
tod the heart, another the bowels, a third the 
imngs, and still another in the back of the neek. 

The Coroner was sent for and an inquest held, 
Fouts and Bates declared that they did not see 
the fight at ail, while Parker does not deny the 
killing, but says he did it in self-defense. The 
evidence of Fouts and Bates seems to be doubted 
hy the citizens, as parties visiting the spot to- 
day declare that there is evidence of a prolonged 
struggle, and bunches of the hair ef Capt. Riely 
were found. 

There was great excitement over the affair at 
Lexington last night, scarcely any one retiring to 
bed, and the excitement is still great to-day. We 
have not learned of the arrest of the parties, but 
Proececutor Marsh was sent for, and it is pre- 
sumed that if not yet under arrest that the es- 
cape of any of them will be prevented if dispoged 
to fo, 

Capt. Riely has long beep known a8 a steam- 
boatman, formerly living at Cincinnati, but had 
retired from the river, aod was living at Vienna. 
He was about sixty-five years Of age, and much 
esteemed by all who kuew him. Mr. Paker’ is 
the son of Col. J. C. Parker, of Charlestown. He 
Was acaptainin the army, and is well known 
to many of our eitizens. Mr. Parker is known 
about Charlestown as cemerelly a peaceable 
young man.

He went to a drug store and purchased a wine- 
glass full of whisky. What he put in it is not 
known. The daughter took the glass to her 
motber and asked her to drink the beverage 
which she did without suspecting its mysterious 
power. In a short while steange feelings crep: 
through her feet and around herankles. Pains 
darted through her joints, and a strange uneasi 
ness seized her whole person. The skin on the 
hands began to peel off, leaving the flesp bare.

At length, in the extremity of her distress, she 
determined to come to Louisville and seek the 
advice of a fortune-teller. The latter immadi- 
ately told her that she was coajured, and related 
the exact manner in which it had been accom. 
plished. The minutest details were given, 
which were remembered with = singu- 
lar accuracy by the unfortunate and up- 
happy woman. These statements were believed; 
indeed, she acknowledged that everything had 
happened “exactly that way." The fortuue- 
teller charged fifty cents for communicating the 
character of the disease, but demanded five 
times that amount to removeit. The money, 
however, could not be raised, and the patient 
turned away without relief.
